Walsh Is a man of striking appearanoa 
He is about six feet two, very ereot, witb 
Iron gray hair, ruddy complexion and i 
plerdng blue eya He has a noticeable aii 
of determination and flrmnesa To a r» 
porter he said:

"We wrangled a while, and he asked me 
some questions, which I refused to answer, 
because he called me a liar. 'Wlien I went 
to Havre I was followed by detectives whc 
stayed on the steamer until she sailed."

desiring to negotiate a loan from British 
capitalists and being rather doubtful about 
getting it, seiees the opportunity to assert bis 
friendly feelings toward the oonquerers of 
hto eastern neighbor.

Taxatiol Of Banks. 
In a recent deolsion the Court 
Appenltanye: 

The National banka located In this State 
auad ^h lei to enee to tasatlon npon pre- 
ehWIjr the saaae fbottog with the Stote banks, 
and cannot, thnefore, be taxed to a greater 
extent than the State banks. Therefore, as 
the State banka are not liable to county or 
city taxation, tbe Stale tax npon each one 
hundred dollars of tbeir capital stook being 
In lieu of all other tuxatloo, the National 
banks are also exempt iroui county or city 
taxation. 

On thia subject, the validity of the 
Hewitt revenue bill, allowing banks to 

pay 75 cents tax to the State in lien of 
all other city and county taxes, was 
afflraaed by the Court of Appeals a few 
days ago. The cnnrt holds that the city 
and county are not separate, but integral 
parts of the State, which ia Its sovereign 
power had the right to contract with tbe 
banks; that the city and county had no 
power to levy a tax, excepting by author- 
ity granted by the Legislature and which 
if denied them must be held valid, and 
ioraafloient pobli c Hcrvices.
